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The letter of our Lisbon correspondent, which we 
sert elsswhere, contains all that hud transpired 
respecting the new attempt to plunge that unl'ortu- 
country, Portugal, into anarchy for the fiftieth 
; in which attempt, unless the Government i" 
inally upatlmtir, it does not seem the revolu- 
tionary parly have much chance of success. Our 
correspondent also gives an abstract of the new 
budget, which, wa learn, had just been distributed 
rith its accompanying documents. What princi- 
pally calls for our notice nt this moment, with respect 
the budget, is the exceedingly strange and dis- 
ingenuous manner in which Senhor I'LoniDo ad- 
■rtsto the payment of the various British claims, 
tiled in virtue of the agreement made with 
the Marquis of Saldanua. The Portuguese Mi- 
ister of Finance coolly represents those claims as 
mring on him suddenly and unforeseen, and 
entirely upsetting the financial schemes formed 
when ho presented his late estimates, in Fe- 
bruary last j and tliat, therefore, the Portuguese 
•nmeot was reduced to abandon the plan, 
“ in the absence of such extraordinary 
and difficult circumstances” it had triced out, 
and hence bad been obliged to propose great reduc- 
tions in ell the departments, &r. Now, without ex- 
pressing any opinion upon the extent of the reduc- 
tions themselves, whether those that have been really 
•fleeted have been judiciously selected (for the 
greater part it is clear arc nothing more than the re- 
storation of the estimates, which were extravagantly 
increased in February last, to the state in which they 
left by the vote of the Cortes last year), or 
whether a Government situated as that of Portugal 
is with respect to its foreign creditors ought to need 
iy stimulus, or foreign pressure, to carry retrench- 
ment to its greatest extent ; we cannot hut strongly 
liraadvert upon the downright falsehood of the 
ktenient that the insisting by our Govern- 
ent on the payment of the British 
aims lately settled could have any in- 
fluence, ns nsserted by the Portuguese minister, 
any plan of his, submitted or designed, when 
he presented his estimates in February last, and for 
this very simple reason :— By notes from 
Howard de Walden to the Portuguese Govern- 
ment, dated, if we remember, the Oth and 7th 
November last year, payment of all those claims w 
peremptorily demanded ; the then Uovemine 
(Baron Saddosa und his colleagues) finally resolved 
to refuse payment ; and it was to prevent the c 
Ijuences Hint would have infallibly resulted fron 
step that they were dismissed front office by their 
rrion oil the 20th November. The.Miuiitry, 
of which Senhor Flouido forms port, came in 
ider a full knowledge of these circumstances, and 
at, our ultiiuutum having been presented, our 
Government could not, and would not recede from 
it.

ment bad been peremptorily, and for the last til 
demanded previous to his own entry into office 
throe months before.

The very attempt, however, would entail on both 
islands the most fearful calamities. Blood would be 
shed in torrents; but the return of peace would not 
be the return of prosperity. M ho can think, with- 
horror, of tbs long years of misery w hich would 
necessarily flow in the train of suppressed rebellion ? 

No, tho priests cannot entertain the thought of a 
separation to be effected by force— the only mode by 
which it could possibly lie obtained. 

It hss been said that ‘‘priests of all religions are 
e same.” It is certain that priests, like all other 
men, wi*h to obtain as much money for as little 
labour as possible. On the other hand, a religion is 
lost advanced by a poor clergy. The Church of 
tome, at the period of the Reformation, was rich ; 
nd its clergy were notoriously lazy. The Rcforma- 
on spread with rapidity, and in a comparatively 
short period threatened to become universal in Eu- 
rope. Sismondi tells us that in France tit* great 
ijority of the nobility and Ihe middle classes of 
,rns belonged to the Reformation, and that 
the lower orders chiefly remained Catho- 
. It was all but secure in Poland, and 
-many might be said to havo embraced the Refer- 
lion. Even in Spain and Italy, as Dr. M ‘Cam 
shown, the Reformation at one time had insilc 
great progress. Stript af her jmssession", and her 
uthority renounced throughout the greater part of 
Jnrope, the Church of Rome reformed herself and 
uade the most stupendous exertions. The Jesuits 
tere one of the main instruments by which Home re- 
overed her influence. They shrunk from no la- 
bour ; they established excellent schools and taught 
gratuitously. Church after church was won back, 
prince after prince renounced Protestantism, till, nt 
period when Gustavos Aholi'hds entered 
Germany, it became doubtful whether it could 
aintain its ground in any part ef the continent. 

But the Jesuits who performed these miracles 
were poor ; they became in. time rich, and lost their 
al and energy. 

Mr. 0 ’Connki.l is fond of allusions to Belgium, 
id it is csrtuin that the priest* havo become the 
lord* and masters of that country. The manner in 
rhicb they acquired their influence, and the extent [ popnlati

It would appear that the Prussian Government 
has not practised the cramming system to the ex.

The extract which wo have given may, however, 
merit attention, ns indicating that the secret incli- 
nations of thp Irish priesthood are not exactly in 
accordance with the public statements on the subject. 

M e learn from the Pari, journals of Friday, that 
although tlie Bourse was affected on Thursday by 
the strike ofihe workmen, these men, except in a 
lew isolated instances, showed no inclination to vio- 
lent, and very few symptom* of being heated by 
political opinions. Secret societies prevail much 
amongst the workmen of Paris, but latterly there 
societies have turned their attention more to thecon- 
dilion of the workman, and his position relative to 
his employer, than to any political theory by which 
this condition was to be improved.

But be this as it may, the priests of Ireland may 
st assured, that whatever the influence they pos- 
ts, ami they possess much, it will not be increased 
by a separation after the Auburn of Belgium and 
Holland. 

The Protestant Church in Ireland, satisfied with 
iu tithes and iu lands, left the flocks to the poor 
Catholic priests. In Dr. Seaton Reid’s “ History 
of the Presbyterians of Ireland,” there is but too 
much evidence that the Protestant Establishment 
betrayed the trust confided to it. A few men like 
Bishop Bedel, speaking to the people in their own 
language, and sympathising with and counselling 
them in their difficulties, would have made Ireland 
a Protestant country. The opportunity is lost lor 

We wish the Bishop of London, who state* that 
the Protestant clergy of England may be managed 
with ease, could inform us in what manner they can 
be cured of their propensity to abuse tbe Catholic 
priests. It is quite dear that abusing tbe priests 
does net advance the cause of Protestantism. In- 
stead of grudging the Catholics the establishment 
of Maynootb, sound policy would dictate a still more 
liberal treatment. Hie Catholic laity are strongly 
opposed to any connection between the government 
and their priesthood ; but we question very much 
whether, if the priest, were at liberty, they 
feel any strong indisposition to 
State. _
